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The Nabob's viſit to the Governor at Coſſim- 
bazar the fifreenth of the month, as well as that 
we paid him the next day in return, paſſed only 
in general converſation. The eighteenth, he 
came here to talk upon buſineſs. In order to 
give him a clear and full view of the bad ma- 
nagement of his miniſters, by which his own af- 
Fairs as well as the Company's are reduced to 
To dangerous a ſtate, and the inhabitants in ge- 
neral to want and miſery, we had prepared three 
letters, which after a ſhort and friendly intro- 
duction, the Governor delivered to him, and of 
which tranſlations are hereunto annexed: under 
No. 1, II, and III. : ey; 
The Nabob ſeemed, much affected by the peru- 
fal offthe letters, but endeavoured more to put 
an end to the conference, than to propoſe a re - 
medy to the evils. We however prevailed on 
him to ſend for his dinner to Moradbaug, and in 


a manner inſiſted on his coming to ſome deter- 


mination for the immediate reform of his govern- 
ment. At length, he confeſſed himſelf thro' age 
and grief incapable alone of ſtruggling againſt ſo 
many difficulties, and de ſired he might have time 
to conſult wich his friends. We told him, the 
men, with whom he had lately adviſed, were not 
his friends, but his greateſt enemies; that his re- 
turning again, in the midſt of them, would only 
be the means of augmenting his difficulties ; that 
he had much better take the aſſiſta nce of one from 
among his relations, on whoſe attachment and 
fidelity he might more ſafely rely, He named 
five or ſix, and among them Coſſim Aly Cawn ; 
we aſked him, which of that number was moſt 
fit to aſſiſt him in his preſent exigencies ?

As the diſturbances 
in the country have increaſed every day; for that 
reaſon large ſums have been expended in bringing 
foldiers from Europe and Madras, and in raiſing 
Seapoys. On this account, a Jack of rupees is by 
no means ſufficient, Let your Excellency duly 
reflect, that your own 'Seapoys, in the time of 


extremity, preferring their on ſafety, have join- 


ed with the forces of the enemy; and the Engliſh 
forces, devoted entirely to your ſervice, and the 


deſtruction of your enemies, never were guilty of 
ſuch a conduct, nor ever will be; and by the 


bleſſing of Gop wherever the Engliſh ſtandard 


has been fixed, they have always proved victorious.

The ſame unworthy 
miniſters remained ſtill his only counſellors, and 
continued in the management of his affairs to the 
laſt day of his adminiſtration, which he left in ſo 
confuſed and impoveriſhed a ſtate, that, in all 
human appearance, another month could hardly 
have run through, before he would have been 
cut off by his own Seapoys, and the city have 
become a ſcene of plunder and diſorder, the Na- 
bob having made no farther proviſion for the 
payment of the arrears due to his people, after 
Coſſim Aly Cawn had freed him from his former 
extremity. This danger he could not but fore- 
ſee, and more than once declared his apprehen- 
ſions of it, yet had not the power to exert the 
neceſſary means for preventing it, but ſunk the 
deeper into dejection. 

Beſides this inteſtine danger, to which the go- 
vernment was expoſed, two armies were in the 
field, and waiting only the fair weather to ad- 
vance; the Shahzada towards Patna, and the 
Beerboom Rajah rowards Moorſhedabad the ca- 
pital. The Rajahs of Biſſenpoor, Ramgur, and 
the other countries bordering upon the mountains, 
were ready to ſhake off their dependence, and 
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from taking up arms. To encounter all theſe diff 
culties there was nothing but troops without pay, 
from whom therefore no great efforts could be 
expected. Of this a very recent inſtance occurs 
in the detachment, which was ordered againſt the 
Beerboom Rajah three months before the Nabob's 
abdication, but never advanced more than three 
coſs from the city, in which ſituation they con- 
tinued upon my arrival there. 

All who are now in Bengal, and acquainted 
with the tranſactions of the government will bear 
witneſs, that this is a true deſcription of facts; 
and all who are convinced of the facts will cer. 
tainly agree, that affairs were at an extremity no 
longer to be neglected, without manifeſt danger 
of having the province over-run, and the trade 
entirely ruined.

X TR. Amyatt takes this opportunity to ob- 
| ſerve, that he is of opinion, the reaſons 
given for depoſing Jaffier Aly Cawn (for he can 
look upon it in no other light) are far from 
being ſufficient to convict him of breach of faith; 
conſequently, in the eyes of the world, the whole 
odium of ſuch a proceeding muſt retort upon our- 
ſelves. The cruelties, of which he is accuſed, 
muſt, to a civilized government, appear ſhock- 
ing ; but in deſpotic ones, there are none entirely 
free from inſtances of this kind, as their own fears 
and jealouſies are ever prompting them to ſuch 
unwarrantable actions, and it is well known, 
that the preſent Nabob has already fallen into 
the ſame ſeverities, as likewiſe, that he has 
ſhewin marks of favour to thoſe miniſters, who, 
we are told, ſaw with an evil eye the influ- 
* ence of the Company, and readily ſnatched 
at every occaſion: to reduce it.“ Meer Jaffi- 
er's being confirmed, by the Court of Delly, in 
the Soubaſhip, was a very valuable confideration, 
which 'ought not to have been overlooked, be- 
cauſe, whenever that diſtracted ſtate is reſtored 
to peace and tranquillity, he being legally in 
poſſeſſion of the government, would of courſe be 
confirmed by the reigning king without heſita- 
tion; whereas the obtaining ſo great a favour for 
Coſſim Aly Cawn muſt be attended with both 
difficulty and expence.

F the Select Committee, debating upon the 

dangerous ſtate of the affairs of the province, 
in Auguſt and September laſt, had been deſirous 
of breaking with the then Nabob Jaffier Aly 
Cawn, there were reaſons enough to juſtify, nay, 
to urge ſuch a reſolution. The letter, which the 
former Governor Mr. Holwell laid before the Se- 
le& Committee, the fourth of Auguſt, for the in- 
formation of Mr. Van Sittart, then juſt arrived, 
contains more than ſufficient proofs of that Na- 
bob's breach of his engagements to the Compa- 
ny. Many inſtances are mentioned of his jealou- 
iy of the Engliſh power, and of his refuſal of 
every favour that was aſked him, which might tend 
to encreaſe it. We have, in our hands, an au- 
thentic proof of one moſt eſſential inſtance of his 
ill faith therein mentioned. It is ſaid in the trea- 
ty, that our enemies ſhould be his enemies, but 
it is beyond doubt, that he urged, the Dutch to 
ſend for forces to oppoſe ours, We have an ori- 
ginal letter of the Directore to the Nabob, which 
plainly implies, that it was with his conſent thoſe 
troops were ſent for, and the tenor of the gene- 
ral advices tranſmitted to Europe laſt ſeaſon ſuf- 
ficiently ſnews this was Colonel Clive's opinion, 

though he mentioned it with all poſſible tender-

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neſs. Nor, if we had deſired to remove Jaffier 
Aly Cawn from the government, need we have 
done more than withdrawn our protection. His 


government would ſoon have been put an end to, 


and probably his life alſo, which was more than 
once in extreme danger from his own people. 
But, mindful of the connections that had been 
between him and the Company, we had the moſt 
tender regard both for his perſon and govern- 


ment, neither of which could have ſubſiſted with- 


out other ſupports than thoſe he had about him. 


After the unfortunate death of his fon, his ſon- 
in-law Coflim Aly 'Cawn was the proper perſon 


to ſucceed to the government; and, being” his 
neareſt relation, it was thought his counſel and aſſi- 
ſtance would be the leaſt obnoxious. But if, on the 


other hand, he ſhould have determined to admit of 


no one near him, and continually refuſe every ap- 
plication for the advantage of the Company, and 
even common juſtice in the performance of paſt 
agreements, would it have been expedient to ſa- 


- crifice'the intereſt of the Company, and the proſ- 


pect of relieving the province from its diſtreſſed 


ſtate to the invincible jealouſy of one man? And 


might we not, with more reaſon, place our paſt 
ſervices in the ſcale againſt the benefits received 
from him, and purſue with ſteadineſs the plan 
determined on, as moſt for the welfare of the 
country in general, and of the Company in par-

That Coſſim Aly Cawn had views of the Su- 
baderry for himſelf, when he entered into the 
treaty with us, is beyond all doubt; but they were 
views in reverſion, not immediate. Ia the mean 
time he engaged, that, through the influence we

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But it is inſinuated in Mr. Amyatt's Minute, 
that our affairs are in a worſe condition now than 
before the change of the government. That the 
addition of Burdwan, Midnapoor, and Chitta- 
gong to the Company's poſſeſſions, without the 
loſs of a man, is a hurt to the Company, ſeem 
to me a paradox. It is ſaid, that it is near three 
months ſince the revolution was effected, and yet 
there is no appearance of extricating ourſelves 
from the difficulties, and that the great advan- 
tages expected to accrue from thoſe countries v ill 
prove, it is feared, merely imaginary. It is only 
twenty days ſince the Burdwan Vackeel came here, 
and ſettled the payment. This day is the firſt 
payment due, and, although the Rajah's faith is 
not to be depended upon, yet, it is probable, he 
will pay the money, according to the agreement, 
to make his peace; if not, the country is worth 
that and more money, and lies ſo convenient, that 
it can always be diſpoſed of as we ſee beſt. 

As to Midnapore, it is not a month ſince Cap- 
tain White took poſſeſſion, and he had no orders 
to collect money. Mr. Johnſtone is appointed for 
that purpoſe, but ſet out ſo lately that his arrival 
is not yet heard of. . 

And for Chittagong, Mr. Verelſt and the other 
gentlemen appointed ſet out only twenty days ago. 
We muſt give-them time to arrive betore we can 
expect to collect money.

It is hard to 
ſay, who is king at Delly, or who will be, but if 
ever it comes to be ſettled, there is little doubt of 
Coſſim Aly Cawn's getting a Firmaun with as 
much eaſe as one was procured for the old Na- 
bob, who never paid the king his ſhare of the 
revenues. 

It is aſſerted, tha the miniſters complained of 
under the old Nabob have received marks of fa- 
vour from the preſent Nabob.

Conſultation, 22 Feb. 1762. 


THIS day, which is the nineteenth of the 


month Rajub, I have heard by a letter from 
Shujan Sing, Naib of the Fort of Mongheer, and 
from the advices of my Hircara, that two or three 
companies of Seapoys were ſent out by Mr. Ellis, 
the Chief of the Factory at Patna, on the report 
of ſome ſoldiers who had deſerted from the Fac- 
tory to the weſt of Patna, who, accordingly ar- 
riving on a ſudden near the Fort of Mongheer, 
marched againſt it, but finding the gates ſhur they 
ſurrounded the Fort. The Naib of the place fa- 
ſtened all the gates, and ſat within in fear of his 


life and honour. I am ignorant what provocation 
has induced that gentleman to ſend Seapoys to at- 


tack the Fort of Mongheer. I have ever regarded 
5 ; 3 7 
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the ſolemn and ſacred obligations of the treaty 
which ſubſiſts between us, and have in no inſtance 
failed in any of the duties of friendſhip. But why 
you, gentlemen, in defiance of the treaty, ſhould 
thus commit hoſtilities againſt my Forts and my 
ſervants, I cannot conceive. Depending on your 
Juſtice, and the inclination which you have ſhewn 
to befriend me in all my affairs in conformity with 


the treaty ; © I have wrote you of this affair, and 


« ſend you the advices abovetnentioned for your 
« information. I am here taking ſuch meaſures 
for regulating the concerns of this quarter as 
you might approve of, and have ſtationed men 
< in the Forts and Tannauts.” If this is contra- 
ry to your inclination intimate it. to me that they 
may be recalled. What neceſſity was there to ſend 
an armed force againſt my people ? Whatever you 
judge adviſeable and proper on this occaſion do 
you determine, and inform me, that I, who re- 
gard your fatisfaftion beyond every other confide- 
ration, may act agreeably thereto.

OUR friendly letter, dated the ſeventeenth 

of Shabaun, I have received, and I rejoice

« Naib of Azimabad, and obtained from him a 
« letter to Shujan Sing, the Kelladar of Mong- 
« heer, which he ſent him, and that the Mhara- 
ec jah, knowing himſelf to be Naib, wrote a letter 
and gave it; that the Kelladar would not ſuffer 
« the ſergeant to go into the Fort to look for the 
„ ſoldiers, and made a diſturbance for a trifling 
« affair; that I ſhould write a Perwana to the 
« ſaid Kelladar, and order him to ſuffer the Fort 
« to be ſearched for the ſoldiers, and that he be 
<« puniſhed in caſe they be found there.” 

Whatever you write is proper; yet from my 
firſt acceſſion to the government, I have perceived 
that many Engliſh gentlemen were ill affected to

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And beſides this, the Gomaſtahs and other ſervants 
in every diſtrict, in every Gunge, bergunna and 
village, carry on a trade in oil, fiſh, ſtraw, bam- 
boos, rice, paddy, betel- nut, — —_ things ; ; 
and every man, with a Company's Duſtuck in his 
hand, regards himſelf as not leſs than the Com- 
pany. In this caſe, I never can have any autho- 
rity as long as I live. Nevertheleſs, I believed, 
and aſſured myſelf, that you would not liſten to 
what ſlanderers might ſay of my proceedings, and 
that whenever I wrote to you about the oppreſſi- 
ons of the Gomaſtahs, you would puniſh and keep 
them in bounds. But now, from the letters which 
I have twice received from you, it is evident, that 
whatever I write, you regard as a falſhood, and 
that whatever thoſe gentlemen write, with a view 
of vilifying me, and rendering me contemptible, 
that you give credit to. I have no remedy. 
Rajebullub as Naib might have written, and gi- 
ven a letter about ſuch an affair, when I was not 
within two or three days journey of Patna. But 
whilſt I am at hand, what authority has he to 
proceed in ſuch an affair without my knowledge. 
Therefore he ſtrongly denies, that he wrote ſuch 
a letter, as you muſt have known before this from 
his letter which I fent you. This circumſtance 
ought to be enquired into; | becauſe if he did 
write, and give ſuch a letter, and then denied it 
to me, it is certain, that he had a deſign to di- 
ſturb the friendſhip between us, and in that caſe 
I will puniſh him as he wa e as a warning to 
other incendiaries. 
How could Shujan Sing give e to any one 
to enter the Fort? There is a great difference be- 
tween ſending a company and a ſingle ſergeant.

One European, indeed, I met with, a lame 
Frenchman, who has been a long while in the 
Nabob's ſervice, has loſt an arm in it, and tells.

months ago. I examined this man very particu- 
larly concerning the deſerters, and accompanied 
my queſtions with promiſes of freedom and a 
handſome recompence, if he would diſcover. to 
me where they were; but he abſolutely aſſured 
me, that there were not only none here at preſent, 
But that he had never ſeen a ſingle European in 
the Fort ſince his coming. 
Upon enquiry in the town, the ſame anſwers 
were returned. From theſe accounts I am apt to 
believe, whatever deſertets might have taken ſhel- 
ter there, they have been long gone from thenee, 
The extreme miſery of the wretch, to whom I of-

I have informed the 
Nabob more than once, and particularly in con- 
ſultation, 22 Jan. 2761, that Coſſim Aly Cawn 

(now the Nabob) at the time of concluding the 
treaty with him, in the month of September 1760, 
defired to make a preſent to myſelf and the other 
gentlemen of the Select Committee then at Cal- 
cutta. I have as often mentioned, that I imme- 
diately and abſolutely declined the ſaid offer for 
myſelf and the reſt of the gentlemen, obſerving 
| to Coſſim Aly Cawn, that in the agreements en- 
tered into with him, we had no other view but the 
reſtoring order to the country, and ſettling a more 
certain fund for ſupplying the unavoidable ex- 
pences of the Company, then ſo ill provided for, 
that our troops at Patna had been ſome months 
without their pay, at the ſame time that the Na- 
bob's own affairs were in ſo diſtreſſed a condition, 
that he was every day in danger of loſing his life 
by the mutinous attempts of his troops, 
The paper, which Coſſim Aly Cawn delivered 
me, containing this propoſal, I returned the very 
moment.

_ The Nabob wrote me that the Darogas of his 
Chokeys were afraid to ſtop a boat with Engliſh 
colours, and that the Peons in the boats 2 not 
ſtop; whereupon I ſent him according to his re- 
queſt thirty Duſtucks or Orders under my hand 
and ſeal, importing that all boats ſhould be ſtopt,

Very likely the. Darogas of the \Chokeys:: are 
unfit for their office. They ſhould be men capa-

ceſſary for the above end, may be drawn up in 
form, and ſent him with the ſeal of the Company, 
and if your name added to it be not ſufficieat to 
prevent future cavils, that it be ſigned likewiſe by 
the reſt of the Council.

OU write me, that there miſs be miſchic: 
vous men about me, who, by their flanders,

ters of diſſention, and bring them to doe puniſh- 
ment. 

- Sir, from the time that I entered into an agree- 
ment with you, and marched out of the Bengal 
Province to theſe parts, I never infringed the trea- 
ty by obſtrufting a ſingle perſon, gentleman, or 
Seapoy, or boat, or commodity of your's, nor 
have I ſent a ſingle Peon for the cuſtomary com- 
miſſions from the diſtricts which I granted to the 
Company, but have entirely left off concerning 
myſelf about thoſe diſtricts, and have not — 
wrote to you on any affair relative to them. Since 
then nothing has been done on my part, which 
might diſturb the friendſhip and treaty ſubſiſting 
between us, how can there be any room about m 
perſon for diſſentions and miſchievous men? A 
this is the way your gentlemen behave ; they make 
a diſturbance all over my country, plunder the 
people, injure and diſgrace my ſervants with a re-

and diſgrace an Aſama, who pays me an hundred 
rupees Malguzaree, and they dive not any. aus 
thority to my ſervants.

c tion to my buſineſs, together with the particu- 
lars of their proceedings, and that you will pu- 
c niſh them according to their deſerts.” . 
It is true, that by che flouriſhing of trade, and 

the free intercourſe of merchants a country is ren- 
dered populous; but the Gomaſtahs who have 
gone into the country, on the part of your gen- 
tlemen, regardleſs of what any one ſays to them, 
inſolently uſe violent means to carry on their traf- 
fick ; and wherever a Gunge or Golah has been 
eſtabliſhed they act as Zemindars, Taalucdars, 
and Renters, and leave my officers no authority;

As you have deſired me to write you the 
particulars of the oppreſſions of your Gomaſtahs, 
after the arrival of Mr. Haſtings, I will ſend you 
a-circumſtantial account of them.

ROM the beginning, the Company's Fac- 
tory has been in Beelcoochy, and a cloth 
buſineſs has been carried on there, and I do not 
negle& doing to the utmoſt of my power whate- 
ever the Gomaltahs of the Factory deſire, nor was 
any . oppreſſion practiſed. Whoever traded in 
copper, toothenague,. or cotton, which was ſent 
to the Factory by the Company, traded freely and 
at the market-price. Now from Calcutta, Dacca, 
Cheelmary, and Rungamatty, numbers of Eng- 


| W 0 and merchants, and the people of Monſ. 
Chevalier, 
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Chevalier, &c. bring into the Pergunna, copper, 
toothenague, cotton, tinkall, ſalt, betel-nut, to- 
bacco, rice, muggadroties, Seringa boats, lack, 
ſticklack, damma, dried fiſn, &c. and all theſe 
people, aſſuming the name of the Company, force 
the ryots, who never dealt in ſuch commodities, 
to purchaſe them at an exorbitant price. Befides 
this, they violently exact large ſums for preſents 
and for their Peons expences, and take at a low 
1 oil, — they buy. By means of 
theſe Mons, the merchants, picars, ryots, 
&c- 89 have taken —— ae 
the Hauts, Gauts, Gunges, and Golahs are en- 
tirely ruined. Moreover, they prevent the ryots 
from carrying on their buſineſs, they rob and plun- 
der them wherever they meet them on the road, and 


giving colours and certificates to the merchants of

theſe oppreſſions the revenues of the government 
have been abſolutely ruined, and the Company's 
buſineſs obſtructed. Being without redreſs, I ſend 
vou a Vackeel, with a repreſentation of the ſtate 


of the Pergunna, he will inform you-of all parti- 
culars. I hope, that regarding my diſtreſſed con- 
dition, you will ſend a Seapoy with a Duſtuck to 


take my country under his protection, arid will 


order the Gomaſtahs of Beeleoochy Factory. to

protection to any one; upon proof to receive 
back the money they paid for their purchaſes; 
not to borrow from, or lend to the Muttaſuddies, 
Aumils, Zemindars, or other dependents of the 
Government; not to coin any money at the Moore 
ſhedabad, Dacca, or Patna mints, as it occaſions 
a loſs to the Sircar, but to coin their money at 
Calcutta. In the Pergunnas of Cuddy-bary, 
and Caloo baboo- para, and my other Jagheer 
lands under the juriſdiction of Aſſam, The teve- 
nues formerly amounted to 40,000 rupees, wing 
from the trade of ſalt, large timbers, and ſeveral 

other articles; the Government's people uſed to 
Carry on the commerce there, and no other mer- 
chants were permitted to traffick with che Moun- 
taineers. ' Two years ago, Mr. Chevalier went 
there, and he has put an entire ſtop to the trade 
of the Sircar, and himſelf trafficks with the 
Mountaineers, from whence a loſs ariſes to my te- 
venues; and he forcibly ſeizes the taalucdars and 
ryots of the aforeſaid Pergunnas to make them 
draw timbers, by which means they are brought 
to the laſt diſtreſs. . . . In the Pergunnas of Gopal- 
poor, and Dukhun-bar-poor, and other diſtrifts 
where ſalt is made; the people of the Company's 
Factory work the ſalt-pans, and they rake poſſeſ- 
ſion of all the ſalt which the Molunghies of other 
Pergunnas have made, by which means I ſuffer 
à very great loſs. Moreover, they oblige the ry-

Our letter, as tranſlated by Mr. Gulſton, which 
we now lay before the Board, we hope will prove 
unexceptionable ; for when it is ſaid, in caſe we 
did not find an end was put to the oppreſſions 


complained of, that we would make application 


to the Nabob for redreſs for ourſelves and others; 


it is not to be imagined, that we ſhould have pro- 
cured this application to the Nabob otherwiſe 


than from your Board; and this was our inten-

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be deſigned to be done in the Engliſh name, and 
redreſs obtained for others. Had he thought 
proper to have mentioned it to either of the part- 
ners reſiding in Calcutta, he might have been ſa- 
tisfied there was no bad deſign in uſing the word 
others, but that it was introduced entirely by miſ- 
take. And we have reaſon to think Mr. Van 
Sittart was not unacquainted with the contents of 
that letter before he left Calcutta, as our Gomaſtahs 
wrote us after the receipt of the letter, the 
Phouzdar would not ſend us his anſwer till it was 
approved of by the Preſident, for which purpoſe 
it was ſent by the Phouzdar with one of his own 
to Calcutra, and we did not receive the anſwer till 
ſome days after Mr. Van Sittart's departure from 
The unwillingneſs the Preſident had to believe 
complaints 'of this nature, and more particularly 
that they were owing to the Nabob's orders, in- 
duced us to addreſs Sheer Aly Cawn in the manner 
we did, to ſee whether he would anſwer us as he 
had done our Gomaſtah, and on this to have a 
foundation for applying to your honourable Board 
for redreſs. You will pleaſe to remark, that Sheer 
Aly Cawn repreſents dadney advanced for goods, 
as money let out at intereſt ; which latter buſineſs, 
our Gomaſtah never carried on, and we can't con- 
ceive that the miſbehaviour of a few Gomaſtahs 
in that or any other way, when proved, joined te 
the many groundleſs complaints of the govern- 
ment, ſhould be eſteemed ſufficient cauſe for the 
Nabob touſurp, or we to give up the privileges of the 
Engliſh Company in this country, when at the ſame 
time ſo many well grounded cauſes of complaints 
have been given by the ſervants of the Nabob to 
_ thoſe, who, by the Company's indulgence, have the 
privilege of Duſtucks, and of courſe exemption 
from all duties, and their protection. That theſe | 
privileges for ſeveral months have been greatly in- 


frin

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fringed in ſome parts, and entirely taken away in 
others by the country government, is what we, as 
well as moſt Engliſh traders except the Preſident, 
have ſeverely felt in their private fortunes. 
We received a letter from our agent, Mr, 
Robinſon, at Gualpara, informing us, of the dif- 
faculties he laboured under from the obſtacles 
thrown in the way of our trade, and the danger 
with which he was threatened by the Phouſdar of 
Rungamatty, which he repreſented as greatly fo- 
mented and increaſed by the arrival and practices 
of one Gongaram Metre, who was come there. in 
Auguſt, and aſſumed to himſelf on the ſtrength of 
his Perwanah from the Governor, the office of in- 
quiſitor and ſuperviſor of the agents, of the Eng- 
liſh, &c. in thoſe parts. The Perwanah, extracts 
of Mr. Robinſon's letter, Gongaram Metre's let- 
ter to Mr. Tiexeira, and the letter from the Run- 
gamatty Fouzdar to Mr. Robinſon, are ſubmitted 
to your conſideration. Some of theſe were for- 
warded to the Governor, requeſting the, neceflary 
redreſs; in anſwer we have received through him 
a Perwanah from the Nabob to the Fouzdar of 

Rungamatty, as by ſubjoined tranſlation, dire&- 
ing him not to obſtruct our trade, or collect duties 
on goods provided for exportation, or that come 
from Calcutta with a Duſtuck, but to levy the 
uſual duties on other goods; and to ſend to him- 

ſelf and to the Preſident, an account of the rates 
according to which they pay. This we humbly 
conceive is contrary to the articles of, our treaty 
with the Nabob, and reduces us again to thoſe 
privileges we enjoyed before the time of, Meer 

Jaffier Cawn, and which we imagine was not the 
ſentiments of te majority of the Board at the 
time the Preſident left it. By this, Perwanah, 
however, we have not got the leaſt ſatisfaction for 
the inſults. and loſſes we have ſuſtained by ob- 
ſtructing our trade, * inland and Calcutta, but

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on the contrary, it is left to the Phouzdar's/dif- 
cretion, who has been guilty of the violences and 
lofſes we complained of, to fix the rates of the'du- 
ties on the different articles of inland trade, en 
which, to the beſt of our knowledge, the Com- 
pany's ſervants that have traded there - fince the 
treaty with Jaffier Aly Cawn never yet paid any, 
and of courſe there could be no cuſtom to follow : 
_ —which ſcheme, ſhould'it take place, would te- 
duce us on a foot (if not below the traders of the 
country) as is the wiſh of the Governor's agents 
in that part, 1 imagination that this 
may be a means of throwing the whole trade into 
their hands by the extraordinary intereſt Mr. Van

Whatever opinion the Preſident may entertain 
of Mr. Cartier, or Mr. Chevalier, they have had 
the happineſs hitherto to be eſteemed by every 
body that knows them. The gentleman we ſent 
up, Mr. Robinſon, had the permiſſion and ap- 
probation of the Board; we think therefore, if 
ſuch grievances as were alledged againſt Englith 
agents and Gomaſtahs really exiſted in theſe parts, 
ſubjecting them to the ſcrutiny and ſupetviſal 
of black dependants of whatever demonination, 
without the knowledge of the Board, was an in- 
dignity offered ro it—to us, and to every gentle- 
man concerned; and however the propagating 
ſuch notions in this country may ſerve to ſtrength- 
en the hands of government, we humbly conceive, 
it can give but a very odd opinion of the other 
members to whom it is jointly intruſted. 
© In the courſe of the buſineſs we have carried on, 
we have met with the greateſt impediments in al- 


moſt all parts, but in particular in Purnea, Rung-

E did ourſelves the hondur to write me 
yeſterday, and have ſince been ſurprized by 
the receipt of two papers (which come incloſed for 
your peruſal) from the Nabob, and from Maho- 
med Aly of this place, who deſired to be inform. 
ed what degree of regard we intended to pay the 
orders they contained; to Which we re lied, that 
we did not dare to acquieſce with the terms of 
thoſe papers, as the Preſident and Council of 
Calcutta, on whom alone it reſted to give ſanction 
to ſuch commands, had not thought proper to 
tranſmit us any ſuch inſtructions. We know not 
in what light you will look on theſe directions to 
the Naib of this place, but hope you will approve 
the reply we made, and will pardon us the liberty 
of addrefling a few lines on this ſuhject. The im- 
mediate circulation of theſe articles throughout 
the country will be attended with very bad conſe- 
quences to the Company's inveſtments, and mult 
| intirely ruin moſt of us at this place, who on the 
faith of treaties of public indulgences have large 
concerns abroad, which never can be collected in, 
if thoſe privileges without any previous notice 
be ſnatched from us. The protection of out Goma- 
ſtahs and ſetvants from the oppreſſion and juriſdicC- 
tion of the Zemindars and their Cutcherries has e- 
ver been tound to be a liberty highly eſſential, both 
to the honour and intereſt 8 our nation; and we 
Appichend the utility of it, for carrying on nes 
kind. of bufineſs, but eſpecially the provifioh' 6f | 
cloth, is ſo well known ts you $A ab that it 
1s needleſs for us to add I ores as you will at once 
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perceive the numberleſs vexations and interrup- 
tions we ſhall meet with, if the Zemindars have 
authority on every ſlight diſpute, ro ſummon and 
confine our Gomaſtahs, wherever they think pro- 
per. The injunctions with reſpe&t to Duſtucks 
affect every article of commerce, except ſuch as 
ate imported on ſhipping, Mr. Cartier being en- 
joined not to give one for any article, that is the 
produce of Bengal; and to pay a duty of nine 
per cent. to the Nabob, on every merchandize 
not brought in or ſent by ſea. This ſurely can- 
not be meant, but the words ſeem too equivocal 
not to make us wiſh to have your ſenſe of them 
on ſo important a point. A duty once fixed could 
ſcarce be à burden, but if added to this, we are 
ſubjected to vexatious applications to the Nabob's 
officers for Duſtucks, it will be a grievance we 
wall indeed feel. The dignity and benefit of our 
Duſtucks are the chief badges of honour, or at 
leaſt intereſt, we enjoy from our Phirmaund, and 
has been held in ſuch eſteem, as to ſec ureour ef - 
fects from thoſe depredations, which the natives 
ſoffer in paſſing their goods through the country; 
and if theſe new duties on all the products of the 
country are thought juſt, may not the Nabob be 
properly ſecured of them by the Shawbunder's re- 
ceipts for the cuſtoms, being always affixed to the 
back of every Duſtuck, previous to its being 
ſigned. This will ſurely aſcertain, in the moſt 
ample manner, the duties to the Nabob, and free 
us from the principal grievance we can feel by 
their increaſe. The prohibition with / reſpe& to 
.Toffals, “ is a reſtraint not even put upon the Mo- 
guls and natives. The liberty of erecting new 
ones ſo far from being injurious to the Nabob, ab- 
Jolutely enhances his cuſtoms, by clearing lands 
thzt would otherwiſe have been uninhabited; and 
the order to purchaſe every thing for ready mo- 
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- ney amounts nearly to an excluſion from all ſuch. 
branches of trade, as the vender will then impoſe 
on us whatever prices they judge proper. 
With reſpe& to Aſſam, we muſt beg leave to 
_ obſerve, that the Nabob, or his Fougedar of Run- 
gamatty, can have. no more right to regulate the 
terms of our commerce with the natives of thar 
country than with thoſe of China. All the power 
he exerts over our Gomaſtahs is arbitrary and op- 
preſſive, and neither juſtice or ancient cuſtoms 
can warrant ſuch abuſes, or regulate his officers in 
the collecting of taxes. The whole direction is 
now referred to his Droga of Rungamatty. No 
duties have ever yet been paid on Lacks, Mug- 
gadooties, and other goods brought from Aſſam : 
thoſe goods may ſurely be eſteemed imports, when 
they are brought into Bengal, and may be intitled

All our privileges, all our fortunes, and future 
proſpects, depend upon the reſult of your delibera- 
tion on theſe points; and we hope, let what will 
be your ſentiments, you will be pleaſed to ſuſpend 
the execution of them till our preſent concerns are 
collected in, with our ancient indulgences. No 
treaty of commerce in any country has been car. 
ried into execution, or freſh: duties levied, without 
a previous declaration, for as long a term as was 


Audequate to the ſettlement of thoſe concerns that 


vere to be influenced by ſuch new regulations; and 
we flatter ourſelves, that we ſhall not become ob- 
jects of unexampled ſeverity on this occaſion. The 
trade of the ſervants has ever been thought wor- 
thy of our protection, and we hope, if particular 

branches are now to be given up, we ſhall ſtill be 
_ Jndulged with the influence of your authority, and 
Privilege of our Duſtuck, till we can finiſh our 
preſent engagements. If you refuſe us this re- 
queſt, gentlemen, you undo us at once, as the 

publication of thoſe orders from Mongheer, Nea 
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the ſtamp of your authority, will ſo affect our na- 
tional credit and influence in the country, as muſt 
for ever diſable us from collecting in the inge 
fams we have-outſtanding. 

If we have obtruded on the Board more than 
Is deemed fir, or preſumed in any part of this, to 
adviſe where obedience was due, we crave your 
pardon, and ſhall be ready to pay the utmoſt re- 
ſpect to any orders tranſmitted by your Board.

The honourable the Court of Directors, as well 
as their ſervants here, have always underſtood a 
diſtinction between the trade in articles imported, 
and to be exported by fpipping and the private in- 
land trade; that is, the trade from place to place 
in the country, in commodities produced and con- 
ſumed in the country, of which ſalt, betel-nut, 
and tobacco, are the chief articles. For the former 
trade, the Companys Duftuck has always been 
granted; but the latter has been carried on 
with the Duſtuct᷑ of the country government, and their 
duties paid; but thoſe duties being different at 
different places, and even varied at the ſame 
place, according to the difpofition and authority of 
the Nabob's Collector, and the degree of force 
with which the Engliſh Gomattah could back his 
refuſal, a fixed regulation was thought neceſſary 
i to prevent the numberleſs diſputes, occaſioned by 
this commerce in different parts of the province. 
Our honourable: maſters have expreſsly ordered

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in more than one of their letters, that the trade in 
ſalt, and betel-nut, ſhall not be carried on to the 
prejudice of the revenues of the country govern- 
ment; and yourſelves, gentlemen, in your letter 
of the 15th of November, tranſmitted me a liſt 
of the Shawbunder duties uſually ' paid by the 
gentlemen at Luckypoor upon ſalt and tobacco, 
in order to aſſiſt me in finally ſettling theſe mat- 
ters with the Nabob upon à folid plan.” Can that 
plan be ſolid where nothing is fixed, and where 
the Engliſh Gomaſtahs ſhall be under no controul, 
but regarding themſelves far above the magiſtrates 
of the country where they reſide, take upon them- 
| ſelves to decide not only their own diſputes with 
the merchants and inhabitants, but thoſe alſo of 
one merchant or inhabitant with another; or is 
it poſſible the government can collect their due 
revenues in ſuch circumſtances? s 
The plan for carrying on the private inland 
trade, contained in my letter to the Nabob, is the 
fame in ſubſtance as the articles which, in my joint 
letter with Mr. Haſtings of the 15th of Decem= 
ber, we mention to have propoſed to the Nabob. 
It is ſuch a plan, as ſeemed to us to be moſt con- 
formable to the Company's intentions in reſpect to 
that trade, moſt conſiſtent with the rights and true 
intereſts of their ſervants here, and with common 
reaſon. and equity. And I call on you, gentlemen, 
in the firſt place, to prove that T have aſſumed 
right to which I was no ways authorized, that the 
regulations propoſed, are diſbonourable to yo as 
Engliſhmen, or tend to the ruin of all publick of 
private trade which are the terms in which you 
have been pleaſed to expreſs your opinion: and 
in the ſecond place, to form a plan yourſelves which 
ſhall be more conformable to the good purpoſe be- 
fore · mentioned, and, without regard to which, Iam 
perſuaded our honourable maſters will not give the

 Ficles which before the troubles we were forbid to 
trade in, but in which our influence ſince has 
enabled us to deal, although with many objec- 
tions from the country government, and frequent 
complaints from the country merchants who uſed 
to live by that trade; however, it bas never been 
regarded as @ part of our Firmaund privilege, and 
we have been contemed to carry it on with the 


| Dufucks of the country government, and paying their 


duties. The preſent regulation is intended only 
to give us @ confirmed right to benefits heretofore 
elways diſputed, and upon terms which ſeem to 
me very reaſonable. 

Now as to the Gomaſtahs, iri is propoſed it in 
my letter to the Nabob, that orders ſhall be given 


to forbid them injuring the country people and 


inhabitants, or protecting the dependents and ſer- 


vants of the Sircar; that in caſe of their having 
a diſpute with, or complaint againſt any merchant 
or inhabitant of the country, they thall lay ſuch 
diſpute or complaint before the officer of the go- 
vernment, to be determined in the proper courle 
of the juriſdiftion of the country.. . . And in 
like manner, if any one ſhoald have a diſpute 
with, or complaint againſt the Gomaſtah, the Go» 
maſtah ſhall appear before the officer of the go- 
vernment to have it ſettled. In both caſes, if 
the Gomaſtah thinks himſelf. —_— the 
deciſion, he may apppeal to his employer, and 
he to the governor at Calcutta. Nothing here is 


. nor can affect our rights over the 


8 2 weavers 
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weavers who receive advances for the Company's 
«cloths ; and who having nothing to do with rents, 
or employments under the country government, 
are not underſtood to be their dependents or ſer- 
vants, and therefore may and ought to be pro- 
tected againſt any unjuſt demands of the govern- 
ments officers, at the diſcretion of the Chief of 
the Factory, to which they belong. But it is not 
to theſe Gomaſtahs ſo many acts of oppreſſion 
are charged, their buſineſs is plain and ſimple; 
they have only to make the uſual advances to the 
weavers, and ſee that they perform their contracts; 


and being immediately under the eye of one or 


other of the Factories, they cannot be guilty of 
great extravagancies. The complaints come from 
the diſtant corners of the province, as Rungpoor, 
Purnea, Dinagepoor, Rungamatty, Gualparah, 
Sillet, Backergunge, &c. where, if thoſe com- 
-plaints are true, the Engliſh Gomaſtahs being 
under no controul of their maſters, deſpiſe and 
ill treat the officers of the government, ſet them- 
ſelves up for judges and magiſtrates, hear diſputes 
between the inhabitants and extort fines, force the 
merchants to buy their s at more than the 
market price, and to ſel] what they require as much 
below it. The complaints I have received of this 
fort are innumerable. I have done my utmoſt to 
find out the truth, and get redreſs, and put an end 
to them by forwarding copies to the Chief of 
the Factory, neareſt the place where the cauſe of 
complaint has ariſen, and defiring him to enquire 
into it; but for the moſt part, I have had no other 
ſatisfaction, than the Gomaſtah's flat denial of the 
fact. The places being very diſtant, a proper exa- 
mination of witneſſes is almoſt impoſſible, either 
before this Board, or any of the ſubordinates, How 

then are ſuch diſputes to be ſettled, or the truth diſ- 
covered? I am Kr from ſaying, that the method 


I have propoſed is free from objection, becauſe I am 


very. 
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very ſenſible many of the officers of the govern» 
ment will not exerciſe their authority impartially, 
and many will gladly take every opportunity of 
obſtructing our Gomaſtahs, and particularly in this 
new commerce; but I cannot think of a better 
Plan, and it is certainly more agreeable to reaſon, 
nnd the practice of all nations that the juriſdiction 
ſhould be in the hands of the proper officers of the 
government than our agents and Gomaſtahs, who 
are permitted to reſide there only as trading Factors, 
and where neither the laws of our country, nor the 
powers intruſted to us by the Company, give us 
3 ial authority | 
wiſh, n you may form a better plan, 
fince you do not approve of mine; but if it ſhould 
appear, that this trade cannot be carried on without 
inveſting our Gomaſtahs with an armed force, and 
authority to exerciſe that force over the inhabi- 
tants at their diſcretion, I think it ſhould be for- 
bid, and we content ourſelves with carrying our 
trade as far as the Company carry their's ; and fo 
far we ſhall be ſure of the protection of their force, 
under the direction of one or other of the Fac- 
tories, who will be anſwerable to the Board for 
the uſe they make of them, which the Gomaſtahs 
are not, and therefore ſuch an authority ſhould 
not be truſted in their hands. 
Mleſſrs. Johnſtone and Hay complain, that! fone 
a perſon to enquire into the truth of the eomplaints 
againſt the Engliſh Gomaſtahs in the country, 
and they dignified a poor Banyan with the title of 
Inquiſitor. My letter to thoſe gentlemen, from 
Mongheer, will ſhew the only authority with 
which that perſon was inveſted; and as they have 
not laid before you a copy of that letter, I have 
- ſubjoined it hereunto, under No 1, as it is at leaſt 
as material as ſome of thoſe: pieces they refer to.
